ORANGE — ON  Citrus  trifoliata 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Mississippi  Plant  Oct.  Rule  30.  “All  nm*- 
sery  stock,  except  those  plants  that  will  not  stand  defoliation,  shall  be 
completely  defoliated,  including^  leaf-stalks.  Citrus  must  always  be  defo- 
liated.^^ Nurserymen  and  purchasers  must  be  governed  by  this  ruling. 

All  citrus  will  be  pruned  to  such  height  as  will  secure  the  best  re- 
sults in  transplanting. 

I suggest  sale  by  caliper  for  all  heavy  grades ; that  is  the  thickness 
of  the  stem  one  inch  above  the  t^d,  and  not  the  height,  will  govern. 

Citrus  trees  pruned  and  defoliated,  give,  as  a rule,  better  results 
than  those  dug  and  shipped  with  foliage  on.
